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PREFACE. 



A comprehensive German reading-book of moderate sizt 
for advanced classes, caref'ullj graded and affording the 
average pupil sufficient help for a fair mastery of his task, is 
an urgent need which AHN'S Second German Reorder 
is designed to supply. It is chiefly intended as a companion 
to the Fourth German Book for those who have gone through 
the Firsts Second, and Third German Books, and have already 
acquired, by the use of the First German Reader, some facility 
in the art of translating. 

In determining the character and classification of the les- 
sons, it has been assumed that, in the main, fascinating stories, 
lively conversations, and vivid descriptions are preferable to 
facts of science or other writings that are chiefly didactic. 
The selections have been arranged in a strictly graded 
course, the simplest appearing first in order. They are di- 
vided into formal sections, in each of which only one leading 
thought is prominent. ' A novel feature, and one of the most 
valuable for practical purposes, is the introduction of News- 
paper Paragraphs and Business-forms, which are designed 
to show the best present usage in regard to these subjects. 

The practical aids furnished to the learner by the Notes, 
while unusually complete, are yet judiciously selected. They 
contain explanations of all the idioms, including the sub- 
junctive mood, separable and reflexive verbs, and com- 
pound nouns and adjectives. Such words and expressions, 
however, as present neither idiomatic nor grammatical difficul- 
ties, do not appear in the Notes. At this stage of the pupir^ 
progress, these properly belong to the Vocabulary, which 
.forms a- necessary part of such a book as this, and contains 
every word and idiom in the text, 
in 
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Conversational Exercises should not be dispensed with, 
even ip the higher grades of instruction. Accordingly brief 
conversations on many of the lessons are given as a guide to the 
teacher. At the same time they sliould be conducted with a 
view to composition, by accustoming the pupil to give an ab- 
stract fix)m memory, alter the lesson has been made the subject 
of a conversation. To this feature the attention of the teacher 
is particularly invited. 

In this edition with Notes and Vocabulary^ the Notes 
are placed immediately at the end of the text, before the 
vocabulary, in order to insure a thorough study of the lesson. 
Those who are of opinion that the pupil shonld have his main 
vocabulary before him on the page, will find the edition with 
Foot-notes and Voccibulary answer their purpose. 

A separate Key to the Second Perman Reader is published 
for the convenience of teachers and private learners. Wliile 
believing that it will be found valuable in this way, the author 
would also add that, whatever may be its merits or its faults, 
it will at least aflTord evidence that the demands made on the 
pupil are not beyond his powers, the translation of the pieces 
into good every-day English being an easy and attractive task.

Henoe the frequent 
nse of short sentences, abbreviations, and contractions, both in Overman and 
English. As to AdverUsemerdSt etc.y there is much that is conventional in 
either language, so that a literal translation in many cases . would be objec- 
tionable, if not altogether unintelligible. The names of streets, avenues, 
places, etc., usually retain their original form, whether Qennan or Englisb; 
thus we say:

Note an Business-forms, On bill-heads, receipts, etc., and in the intriv 
duction, text, and conclusion of hnsineas-letters, the styte and arrangemflnt 
which are now regarded as the most approved, should be followed in either 
language, irrespective of strict conformity with the other. 

In English, for the sake of oleamess and prominence, every line of a 
bill, and the articles enumerated therein usually begin with oi^tals ; bat 
the names of denominations, as yds., doz., etc., with small letters. It is also 
customary to begin every one of the numerals denoting the amount of » 
money-order, check, etc., with a capital, thus, Fiv€ Hundr^ and F^ 
Dollars. 

In German, the general rules for the use of capitals apply also to busi- 
ness-forms. In money-ordeis, checks, etc., the first of the numbers indicat- 
ing the amount is usually begun with a capital, thus, 3^ei^unbcrtfiinfiil 
or Swei^unbevt nnb fflnfjia 3Karl.
